Among the ncls of Ihe lasl Lcgislalure, whlcb 


cannot full to eicrt a henellcenl Influence, we 
may refer lo whal Ibey have done in mailers eon- 
ueelod wilh the welfare of the orphan children 
of the gallant Pennsylvania!!* who fell In battle, 
or who died ironl wounds or disease. We have 
already referred at.lcniEill toflhc actjprovidingfor 
the maintenance and education of these lilllc 
ones, and as additional evidence of the patriotic 
sentiment which prevailed In the Senate and 
House, wo publish in full Ihe following bill, ap- 
proved April 10.1807: 


He it enncttd, $c.. Thai Ihe Irustces, owner, or 


owners ol any lilernry or charitable Institution, 
now incorporated, erected, endowed, or estab- 
lished, or Unit may hereafter be incorporated, 
errcted, endowed, or eslablished by virtue of any 
law of this Commonwealth, be, and they arc 
hereby, authorized and empowered lo secure by 
purchiuo, lease, bequest, or otherwise, and to 
hold, enjoy, and use, lands and buildings not ex- 
ceeding In value thlrly.nvc thousand dollars, and 
lo sell, loose, or otherwise dispose of tho same ; 
and the lands and buildings thus secured and 
hehl, shall be exempted from all and every county, 
road, cily, borough, poor, and school lux ; pro-
